dollars  and  a  few  years'  patience  you  can  obtain  a  collection  of  plants  that  would  cost 

hundreds  at  regular  retail  prices.  Establish  a  small  nursery  in  your  garden,  planting 
therein  a  number  of  items  from  this  list  ;  then  in  two  to  four  years  you  will  have  some¬ 
thing  to  give  your  friends  produced  by  your  hands  and  nothing  is  more  appreciated  as  a 
gift  by  most  people  than  a  rare  plant.  So  many  rare  and  unusual  plants  are  offered  hera 
that  we  can  only  give  very  short  descriptions  of  their  beauty.  Most  of  them  are 
described  in  Hotte's  books  on  shrubs  and  trees,  or  in  “Chinese1’  E.  H.  Wilson's 
book.  Aristocrats  of  the  Garden.  Many  of  the  plants  listed  here  were  introduced  by 
Bt.  Wilson.  All  plants  packed  well  with  wet  peat  moss  or  sphagnum  moss.

Owing  to  our  carful  packing  with  wet  peat  moss;  the  cost  of  Express  and 
Parcel  Post  to  points  beyond  Rocky  Mountains ,  eliminate  the  profits.  Therefore,  please 
add  10%  to  remittances  from  these  places. 

The  group  containing  Azaleas  and  Rhododendrons  are  easy  to  handle  if  planted 
in  part  shade,  provided  either  by  a  building  or  a  lath  screen;  this  should  be  elevated 
4*  to  5'  on  stakes  to  provide  free  circulation  of  air  underneath.  Plant  in  a  soil  mix¬ 
ture  containing  50%  good  light  garden  loam  and  50%  granulated  peat  moss  or  oak  leaf  mould. 
Water  well  after  planting  and  mulch  with  leaf  mould  or  peat  moss.  Do  not  cultivate  but 
pick  weeds  out  by  pulling.  Do  not  allow  ground  to  get  dry,  but  do  not  water  too  much 
or  too  often,  there  is  a  happy  medium.  These  plants  will  all  do  well  in  part  shade  and 
also  in  sun*  Cut  off  75%  of  light  for  first  6  weeks  and  then  50%.
